RED CROSS WOOL TANGLE. 
The “tangle” and misunderstand- 
ong Red Gross workers as to 
the krrttfiTTg program has been 
held up so long is primarily due to 
the ruling of B. M. Bnrucli, chair­ 
man of the War Industries Boftrd, 
Mr. Baruch states in an open let­ 
ter to Chairman Davidson of the Red 
Cross Council, “that it 
was

necessary to control the various ma­ 
terials

George E. Scott,
